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Holsteins at Eastern States Make Creditable 
Show 


Elmwood Premier Exhibitor 
By FRANK PRICE 


OLSTEINS at the Eastern States Exposition were 
H somewhat fewer in numbers this year and it must 

be admitted at the same time that as far as New 
England is concerned the quality was not up to previous 
standards. Outsiders came in—not so many as before—but 
in sufficient numbers to make the show interesting and 
worth while. The Holstein show fell below that of two 
other dairy breeds as the Ayrshire breeders had the great- 
est show of the fall circuit season at this location and the 
Guernseys were high in quality as well as exceeding the 
Holsteins in numbers. Approximately 150 head of Hol- 
steins were shown. 

The New England States represented included New 
Hampshire, Connecticut and Massachusetts, although but 
one state, Massachusetts, could muster sufficient number 
of Holsteins to show a state herd. This was due to a 
misunderstanding on the part of the Connecticut breed- 
ers who failed to bring a certain animal that was expected 
to be present and would qualify their group for the state 
herd competition. The outside states included New York, 
Illinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania and New Jersey and to Illinois 
and Pennsylvania with some assistance from Ohio and 
New Jersey went the major portion of the exposition 
winnings. 

It was Elmwood Farms of Illinois again that captured 
the major share of honors. Three championships were 
annexed by this establishment as well as 10 first prizes, 
a showing unequalled by any other breeder. In the 
groups Elmwood Farms won three out of five firsts. They 
had two blues in male classes and five blues in female 
classes, both females and one of the males being cham- 
pions. 

H. E. Robertson of York, Pa., meeting the Elmwood 
Farms for the first time, gave the famous show herd a 
great battle in some of the classes and won the get of 
sire competition as well as a blue in the male classes and 
one of the female classes. They also stood next to Elm- 
wood Farms in most of the groups in which this concern 
took the blue. Other competitors that exhibited winning 
animals included—Hurlwood Holstein Farms of Ashley 
Falls, Mass., that had junior champion male, Overbrook 
Holstein Dairy of Cedar Grove, N. J., and John Tuck of 
Auburn, Mass. Other competitors counting heavily in 
Winnings included Yates Farm of Orchard Park, N. Y., 
Rieck Certified Dairy of Rootstown, Ohio and Baker 
Farms of Rockingham, N. H., which, although they failed 
to land a blue, won considerable prize money and stood 
Well up in many of the classes. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld was senior and grand 
champion while last year’s All-American bull calf came 


through for his first junior championship. Hurlwood Sir 
Segis Walker, since winning at Syracuse in class and 
elsewhere, has improved considerably in condition and is 
now giving evidence of his show ring ability in great 
style. 

Colantha Hark Delaphene was senior and grand cham- 
pion cow with ease and Elmwood Farm also secured the 
other championship by winning first with their calf by 
Dukes Mixture out of Pearl of Highlawn, a triumph by the 
way for Knowles’ New England breeding. The get of sire 
competition was won by H. E. Robertson’s undefeated get 
by King Piebe of York and a get by the same bull was 
third and another get by the Robertson prize sire, Sir 
Homestead Pontiac Beets, was eighth. The Robertson 
get is one of the finest groups shown this year and a real 
triumph for Mr. Robertson’s continued and consistent 
efforts in the show ring. 


Judge Moscrip found King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
shown by Elmwood Farms to his liking among the\seven- 
teen bull calves that were shown. This is the first oppor- 
tunity Moscrip has had to look over some of the leading 
show herds out this year and he spoke very highly of the 
great bred young son of Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby. 
The bull had no difficulty whatever in winning in his 
class, his nearest competitor being a son of Prince River- 
side Hartog Ormsby out of a daughter of King Sweet 
shown by Overbrook Holstein Dairy. 


King Piebe of York 39th, who has been winning junior 
championships quite consistently, had a very easy time 
with the four junior yearlings. Yates Farm’s, Prince 
Abbekerk Colantha Posch, was second here. Of the six 
senior yearlings the former All-American calf, Hurlwood 
Sir Segis Walker, stood out and went through to junior 
championship. Moscrip had never seen this calf before 
and he considers him one of the outstanding show animals 
of his age, fully up to expectations brought about by his 
winning of the All-American designation last year. 

The judge liked John Tuck’s Overhill Jumbo Pontiac 
Sylvia better than the Baker Farm, Lauderdale Henger- 
veld Champion, which has been winning quite frequently 
in the two-year-old class. The Tuck entry had handling 
quality but seemed a bit rough and chunky. His winning 
as a two-year-old gave Mr. Tuck an opportunity to win a 
second blue in produce of dam. It was easy going for 
the 1926 All-American three-year-old in the aged bull 
class. Sir Fobés Ormsby Hengerveld annexed another 
senior and grand championship. De Kol Pabst Korndyke 
Star of the Elmwood string was second here and King 
Ona Jolie Fayne owned by Rieck Certified Dairy Company 
of Ohio was third. 
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Of the fifteen aged cows, Colantha Hark Delaphene by 
reason of strength of constitution and size measuring up 
to the judge’s ideas of desirable Holstein type, was winner 
of the first prize over the New York winner, K. M. D. K. 
S. Colantha. In third place stood Frindaella Elkindale 
Ormsby, a 1,031-lb. cow shown by Overbrook Holstein 
Dairy and Osborndale Farms had a very nice looking one 
in fourth position. 

Oakwood Piebe Allie beat a daughter of King Piebe of 
York for first place among the four-year-olds and a daugh- 
ter of King Sweet beat out Triune Piebe Fobes in the 
three-year-old class. -Yates was third and fourth here. 
Baker annexed second place in the two-year-old class and 
senior yearling making a strong bid for blue but Miss 
Triune Johanna was not liked as well by Judge Moscrip 
as an Elmwood Farm entry, Forum Vesta Diamond, a 
daughter of Forum Patriarch, being first. Similarly, the 
junior and grand champion of the Maryland fair, Baker- 
bred Triune Silda Shepard, a daughter of Baker’s senior 
sire, Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th, was not liked as well as 
a yearling daughter of De Kol Pabst Korndyke Star shown 
by Elmwood Farms. King Piebe of York had a third 
prize yearling in this competition and Yates Farm had 
a dry two-year-old in third place in the former class. 
Robertson, however, counted in the junior yearling class 
with a daughter of King Piebe of York taking first over 
an entry by Rieck Certified Dairy with a daughter of 
Dukes Mixture shown by Elmwood Farms in third place. 

John G. Ellis stood second to the junior champion of 
the show in the calf class with a daughter of Highfield 
Colantha Mooie. The winner, Black Pearl Ormsby Korn- 
dyke, a daughter of Dukes Mixture, is out of Pearl of 
Highlawn, former All-American, bred and shown by F. PB 
Knowles. Another daughter of Dukes Mixture was third 
in this class. She has occasionally beaten the one which 
won at this show. 

Elmwood Farms by reason of preponderence of ribbons 
and balance won first and second in the graded herd com- 
petition, with Robertson in third place, Yates fourth and 
Baker fifth, Overbrook being sixth here. 

In the young herd, Elmwood, Robertson and Yates 
accounted for the first three places with Hurlwood Farms 
and his junior champion in fourth. The dairy herd was 
won by Elmwood with the very good dairy cows of Mark 
Keeney in second position and Baker third. When it 
came to get of sire, however, Robertson with his unde- 
feated blue group had no difficulty in winning first and it 
was very pleasing to Mark Keeney to have the get of King 
Sweet in second position. A second group by King Piebe 
of York was in third and the Elmwood Farms get of Dukes 
Mixture was in fourth. 

As before stated Mr. Tuck won the produce of dam with 
two out of Jumbo, second being shown by Elmwood 
Farms, the produce of Nettie Korndyke Pontiac De Kol.

UMBERING some 140 head, the 

Holsteins at Kansas State Fair 

dominated the dairy show, 
having more animals on the grounds 
than all the other dairy breeds and 
equalling the MHerefords, the beef 
breed excelling in numbers. Forum 
Farms and Carnation Milk Farms 
were the heaviest winners, with Grif- 
fith’s good heifer winning the three- 
year-old class, the champions being 
awarded between Forum and Carna- 
tion. 

In the aged bull class, Forum Patri- 
arch was first over the Carnation 
Farm entry on scale, depth of body 
through chest and barrel and losing 
to the Carnation bull on refinement 
and smoothness over rump. Both 
are faulty over the shoulders and just 
behind. Griffith’s good three-year-old 
was third, a smoother and much 
stronger topped bull but not as milky 
appearing. Diemond K_ Ranch’s 
entry, grand champion at Topeka, was 
fourth here. 

Carnation was first on two-year-olds 
with a compact and rather low set 
maturish fellow, although the King 
entry, Billy Homestead De Kol, a 
larger and more rugged appearing 
bull, was favored by some of the 
ringside. Carnation won the three 
junior bull classes, the judge placing 
the Forum calf, Forum Royal Patri- 
arch, second on account of his hind 
legs; Carnation Romeo _ Colantha, 
after winning a close decision in the 
junior yearling class from Forum 
Diamond Designer, excelling on length 
of body and scale, losing on symmetry 
and depth, was made junior champion. 
Forum Patriarch was senior and 
grand champion. 

Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy 
added another grand championship 
here to her weekly list, although 
Meyers Dairy Farm cow, Pinehurst 
Segis Fayette, grand champion at 
Topeka, is an excellent cow and 
looked well next to the Forum entry. 
The other Forum entry took third, 
the Carnation entries taking fourth 
and fifth. 

Miss Lassie Ormsby won the three- 
year-old class for Griffith easily, 
Carnation having second and fourth 
and Forum third. Forum took the 
two-year-old class, King taking sec- 
ond on Diona Fayne Triune Ormsby, 
a short age, beautiful bodied heifer, 
a little heavy in brisket and lacking 
udder development at present, that 
was out of the money at Topeka. 

Forum Betty Skylark was first in 
senior yearlings, winning on stronger 
back, squarer rump, more dairy qual- 
ity, although Carnation Houwtje 
Hattie had the square udder, and 
deeper body. Mount Riga Piebe 
Heilo for Griffith was third, a beauti- 
ful bodied heifer with plenty of 
strength and ruggedness. In the 
juniors, Carnation took first and sec- 
ond with the Forum entries third and 
fourth. Carnation Romeo Winnifred 
is a beautiful bodied and uddered 
heifer, being, however, plain in the 
head. Carnation Inka Bonnie was 
first prize senior calf and junior 
champion. 


In the groups, Carnation won the 
yearling and calf herds, Forum taking 
the aged herd, get of sire and produce 
of cow. In the get class, the placing 
was close between Forum’s first prize 
get and the Sir Romeo Mildred Colan- 
tha get of Carnation. First produce 
went to the grand champion bull and 
his fourth prize two-year-old brother 
Carnation winning sec6nd on the 
second prize aged bull and the first 
prize two-year-old that “Brownie” 
admits should have been the grand 
champion of the show. 


It was a good show featured by 
out-of-state Holsteins, Kansas being 
represented by less than twenty-five 
head. The prize money is small for 
the size of the show, many entries 
being left in the barn and not shown 
on account of the strong competition 
and short prize money.

rather than actual facts. It is not uncommon to 

hear the remark that the south is all right for 
Jerseys and Guernseys but is not suited for Holsteins. 
That this statement is false you have only to check up on 
the Holstein breeders throughout the Southern States—a 
fine example being found in V. M. Montgomery’s Spring- 
dale Farm at Spartanburg, S. C. 


One objection mentioned to Holsteins in the south is 
the lack of roughage—because the Holstein cow consumes 
more rough feeds than any other breed. This objection 
is fast being removed as the southern dairyman begins to 
realize the roughage is the cheapest feed he can raise 
and that in no section can it be raised more easily or as 
cheaply as in the south. Springdale Farm is getting four 
cuttings per year from their alfalfa with an average yield 
of three-fourths ton per cutting. 


Springdale Farm started its breeding operation 
through the purchase of nine daughters of Ormsby Korn- 
dyke Lad, the only bull of the breed with as many as 20 
1,000-lb. daughters. Among this lot was O. K. L. Katie 
Paul, probably the outstanding female in the present herd. 
This cow is the highest short-time record daughter of O. 
K. L. with 36.95 Ibs. of butter as a junior four-year-old. 
In addition the Katie Paul Burke family was bought. 


In order to line-breed to Polly Posch, the dam of 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad, Polly Posch’s Son was selected 
as the first herd sire. This bull now has 18 A. R. S. O. 
daughters, all but two or three having been developed at 
Springdaie Farm. Their records run up to as high as 
20,000 pounds of milk and 800 pounds of butter. The 
blood of Polly Posch’s Son, is being carried on in the herd 
through his son, Ormsby Polly Posch Pal, the present 
junior herd sire. Pal’s dam, Princess Nell Ormsby 2nd, 
is a double granddaughter of King of the Ormsbys, with 
a record of 23,358 pounds of milk and 993.77 pounds of 
butter. Pal is a stylish youngster with a very promising 
future. He has lots of size, a straight top line, good 
withers with lots of quality and dairy temperament with 
an unusually nice balance and symmetry of parts. Pal 
is a real show bull and backed by his production should 
become one of the great bulls of the breed and one of 
real pride to South Carolina. Taken all the way through 
this bull is mighty hard to fault. 

K. F. O. P. 45th is the present senior herd sire. This 
bull is being used to line breed to the Katie Paul Burke 
family. His first daughter produced 359.3 pounds of milk 
and 17.04 pounds of butter in 7 days, starting test at 2 
years and 1 month of age. 

Springdale Farm is the home of a wonderful lot of

testing work from 1920-25, Springdale Farm 
has produced 57 yearly records averaging 
19,176.7 Ibs. milk and 817.83 lbs. of butter— 
average age being 4 years and 5 months 
an average length of test from 330 to 335 
days. There are about 26-27 milking cows 
in the herd and around 35 yearlings and 
heifers. All animals are tested as 2-year- 
olds and if they do not measure up, are 
disposed of. 

About 25 gallons of milk is sold as a 
special baby milk at 25c per quart. The 
baby milk trade is enjoying a steady growth 
and is expected to become much larger in 
a few years. The rest is sold at wholesale 
and retail, average price being about 68c 
per gallon. 300 acres constitute Springdale 
Farm, At present only 25 acres are in al- 
falfa but the plan is to double this acreage. 
100 acres each is devoted to oats and corn 
with 25 acres in pastures. Another 20 
acres is being planted in cotton to check 
the difference of the value of the land for 
producing cotton compared to producing 
feed that will be fed to Holstein cows to 
produce milk.

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Herd Test Plan Discussed 


REEDERS are already responding to the request for 
B discussion of the proposed herd test plan, and we 
hope there may be a very full and free consideration 
of this subject as it will be particularly helpful to the 
Board of Directors in acting upon the report of the com- 
mittee at Memphis the last of this month. In this issue, 
we are presenting a letter from a New York breeder who 
discusses forcefully his preference for the cow testing 
association type of record over the proposed herd test as 
outlined by the committee. It is evident from this letter 
that some of the points in the proposed plan are not quite 
clear and perhaps not fully understood. We will, there- 
) fore, outline the essential differences between the pro- 
posed plan and the present cow testing association test 
as they appeal to us. 

One of the most important differences in the pro- 
posed plan is the requirement of a preliminary dry milk- 
ing. This requirement is especially important from the 
fact that the records are to be computed from the one- 
day official test period and with a preliminary dry milk- 
ing assurance is given that this one-day period is exactly 
twenty-four hours, which would not be the case without 
the preliminary milking. We believe this requirement 

! cannot fail to add reliability and standing to the herd test 
record in comparison with the cow testing association 
performance. 


The proposed herd test requires that not more than 
two cows may be milked at a time and then only if so lo- 
cated as to be under the continuous supervision of the 
tester during the milking. Under the ordinary cow test- 
ing association rules, the owner may milk as many cows 
at a time as he wishes and the tester is not required to 
watch the milking at all but simply weigh the milk from 
each cow as it is brought to him by the milker. So far as 
the reliability of the record and the commercial value 
attached to it, there is, of course, no comparison between 
the two methods of procedure. 

The requirement of eight official test periods in the 
proposed test was brought forward as a means of reduc- 
ing the cost of the proposed herd test. Exhaustive com- 
putations from many sources have shown that the yearly 
record may be computed from eight periods approximately 
forty-five days apart for all practical purposes just as 
accurately as the yearly record computed from the twelve 
periods thirty days apart. The cost of the record is re- 
duced one-third by requiring only eight visits from the 
supervisor instead of twelve, and this saving practically 
pays for the extra cost of the preliminary dry milking. 
It was the opinion of the committee that a more reliable 
record would result from computations coming from eight 
official periods with a preliminary dry milking than from 
the twelve periods without such preliminary milking. 
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Representatives of the Jersey and Guernsey Associations 
were present at the meeting of the committee and werg 
in entire sympathy with this proposal. 

Another essential difference between the two forms of 
testing is that under the proposed plan the supervisors 
would be hired by the State College and work under the 
absolute direction of the superintendent of official tegt. 
ing. Under the present cow testing association System, 
the testers are hired by the owners forming a local aggpo. 
ciation and this difference in responsibility- is another 
point of superiority for the proposed herd test plan that 
will be of increasing importance as the commercial valye 
of these records advances. 

One of the developments in connection with cow test. 
ing association work that has caused most worry to those 
who have been responsible for developing and carrying 
it on has been the use of these records commercially ag 
a basis of sales value. The fundamental purpose of the 
cow testing association is to give the owner definite ip. 
formation regarding the producing ability of every mem. 
ber of his herd, as well as a cost record, and it is aq. 
mirably adapted for that purpose. The service the system 
has performed along this line has been of almost incal. 
culable benefit to herd owners participating and regard. 
less of any action taken on this matter of a herd test by 
our association, the cow testing association work wil] 
continue to grow and serve the rank and file of dairymen, 

There is a demand, however, among pure bred breed- 
ers for a record that will be of commercial value to them 
in the sale of breeding stock. We believe that the pro 
posed herd test plan in this respect will prove to be far 
superior to the cow testing association and that the de. 
velopment of a plan such as proposed will prove to be 
the salvation of cow testing association work from the 
standpoint of eliminating a great part of the commercial 
feature and restoring it more nearly to the status it was 
always intended to have, namely, a means of information 
for the owner in the development of his herd and the in- 
provement of his dairying practices. 

We do not want to do all the talking on this subject. 
If the proposed test is not going to meet with popular 
favor among breeders, it would be a mistake to adopt it. 
If you are opposed to the idea, or if you are in favor of it, 
if you would enter your herd in the proposed test if 
adopted or if you would not be interested in so doing, it 
will be very helpful to the Board of Directors in arriving 
at a conclusion if there is just as wide a discussion as 
possible from the breeders on this subject. Our desire for 
a thorough discussion, therefore, is not a perfunctory one. 
Please let us have your views, whether or not you take 
the time to elaborate them into a letter for publication. 
We will undertake to bring all letters received on this 
subject to the attention of the board when it gets to 
gether on October 19. 


Beware of Panaceas 

E HAVE lately received material submitted for 
W publication setting forth in glowing terms the 

merits of a cure for tuberculosis with details of 
an experiment recently conducted in one of the western 
states. The news articles in question painted a very 
glowing picture of the results of using this so-called tuber- 
culosis cure as demonstrated in the experiment. 


The veterinarians of the district, many of whom wit- 
nessed the autopsies of the test animals at the conclusion 
of the experiment, concluded from their observations, 
however, that the course of treatment had not actually 
perfected a cure of any of the test cattle and urged that 
no opinion be formed as to the efficiency of the remedy 
until data of further laboratory and animal innoculation 
tests and experiments are concluded to determine whether 
the lesions that were found are still active and contain 
live bacilli. The animals in the test were slaughtered 
under federal supervision and Dr. J. R. Mohler, chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry at Washington, in reply to 
a request from the World for information, reports by 
letter that well pronounced lesions of tuberculosis were 
found in five out of the seven animals slaughtered, and 
that in one animal suspicious lesions were found in the 
lymphatic glands. 

We would regard the promise of the proposed test 
more highly if the glowing claims for this so-called 
remedy had not been broadcasted to the press of the 
country in advance of the final scientific conclusion of the 
experiment. 
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It would be a wonderful thing for the live stock indus- 
try if a reliable remedy for tuberculosis could be de- 
veloped but it would most certainly set back the clock of 
progress in tuberculosis eradication work if false hopes 
were aroused through the exploitations of “cures” that do 
not really cure. It is well to beware of panaceas. Human 
or bovine ills are not cured that way.

UR cover illustration this week shows one of the 
O great groups of the year in the Get of Sire class. 

They are sired by Creator, famous Pabst Farm herd 
sire and won this class at Wisconsin State Fair, which is 
the largest show of the year. The group consists of the 
pull, Pabst Admiration, who won second prize in the 
three-year-old class; Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 24d, first 
prize junior four-year-old and grand champion female of 
the show; Pabst Creator Cresses, third prize four-year- 
old, and Pabst Creator Korndyke Heather, first prize two- 
year-old. All four were bred at Pabst Farms and the 
three females are still owned by Mr. Pabst, the bull now 
heading the herd of D. W. Norris, Mukwonago, Wiscon- 
sin. There were twenty groups out at Wisconsin State 
Fair in the Get of Sire class and to win: first the Creator 
offspring had to defeat some of the outstanding winners 
of the season in this class. Last year, it will be remem- 
bered that another Get of Sire group for Creator was un- 
defeated over a strong circuit and was chosen as the Re- 
serve All-American Get of Sire. This year’s mature group 
must be considered as serious contenders for top honors 
for the 1927 season, although they will not be seen in 
competition following the Wisconsin show because of the 
‘fact that all three of the females are busy in the test barn 
at Pabst Farms.

Discussion of the Proposed Herd Test 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It certainly is regrettable that your sub-committee’s re- 
port was not adopted in toto. If the new plan is not 
popular, it therefore will be too expensive to be practical. 
I hope sincerely that the directors will not approve it, be- 
cause we need right now something constructive for the 
breed within the reach of men like myself, ambitious and 
loyal, but with limited means. 

To make a herd improvement plan any good, as a prac- 
tical proposition, I, for one, am convinced that we must 
take advantage of the existing institutions, subsidized as 
they are, in a measure, by the Federal and State govern- 
ments, to wit: the Cow Testing Associations, and build on 
it gradually, though slowly, and the result will be effective 
improvement, popular, universally recognized for what it 
is worth and no more, and will encourage many of us 
ultimately to work up on the batting list. We can’t all be 
Ty Cobbs in our hitting average, but we do want to play 
if limits are fixed in a practical and easy manner con- 
sistent with every-day farm operations, so we can com- 
pete. 

How many dirt farmers do you know who have got 
$2.00 per head that they will send in in advance for a herd 
improvement association work under the complicated new 
plan, the commercial results of which will doubtless never 
be more valuable to them—if indeed as much—as the 
Cow Testing Association, when they can continue on in 
the Cow Testing Association, which is run in a practical 
and simple manner—at least so they think? 

(Editor’s Note:— The plan does not call for $2.00 per cow 
as a testing fee. The charge is $2.00 for the entire herd and 
pays for a copy of the Year Book.) 

Moreover, the Cow Testing Association is a going 
concern and one of its big assets is its good will, and 
another is that it’s well financed and works every day in 
practical operation, year after year. 

My own chief oppostion to the proposed plan is we 
need a test every month, year after year, thus enabling 
and encouraging one to get at a fairly close estimate (to 
one’s own satisfaction) as to each cow’s production in a 
given lactation year period. 

What we want and need is not something ideal from 
the standpoint of the class of men who never ran a breed- 
ing herd and farm together, or another class who are not 
compelled by necessity to make breeding operations 
‘“‘jibe’—dovetail and mesh—with daily farm work, or still 
another class who owned cows and demonstrated that 
their operation of the herd was a failure for them and 
quit; but, what we do want, is a method that will tend to 
improve the herd consistent with practical farming under 
present conditions, encourage present breeders to con- 
tinue and improve their work and other farmers to begin 
and continue breeding, all in a manner to improve the 
breed, increase production, thus effecting saving to the 
consumer—at the lowest possible cost. Such a system 
will result in an economic saving to all concerned, con- 
sumer included, and continue an increasing demand for 
good and better, and better cows in every neighborhood 
where they now are, as well as in neighborhoods where 
they now are not. 

We know what a big job the committee had before 
them to arrive at anything upon which all could unite. 
But it seems obvious that this compromise is neither hay 
nor grass for breeders for whom it is intended—and 
evolved. 

We are on the threshold of a new era for Holstein 
breeders. Cattle are scarce and high and meantime 
tuberculosis testing is proceeding rapidly. Other breeds, 
as practical dairy cows, in this section seem to be losing 
popularity. The south is establishing dairy herds and 
creameries. Exporting of cattle is continuing. We are 
producing better cattle every year. Should we not con- 
tinue to; popularize the Cow Testing Association system 
looking towards herd imiprovement and development of 
families in it; be honest with ourselves; raise the pin 
bone; extend the milk vein; square up the udder and in

Best in History

Holstein-Friesian Averages 

The number of Holstein-Friesian cows credited with 
long-time tests has increased to nearly 28,000; and when 
such large numbers are considered the averages change 
but slightly, if at all, from year to year. Since the lists 
include all cows tested in long-time test, very many of 
the records cover periods far short of a year. Thus, in 
considering this table it will be necessary to note the 
average number of days in each case. This table may 
well be considered as showing the average ability of the 
better class of Holstein-Friesian cows, and gives full data 
to the close of the last testing year, March 31, 1927.

Changes Made at the Last Annual Convention 

At the last Annual Convention the requirements for 
entry to advanced registration in long-time semi-official 
test were revised downward, at the same time making 
these requirements in proportion to what Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows and heifers have shown that they are able to 
do in long-time test. The new requirements for a cow 
freshening at five years or older and tested in Classifica- 
tions A or B of the Yearly Division are 400 lbs. fat in 
not exceeding 365 days; while the requirements for a 
heifer freshening at two years of age or younger and 
tested in the same classifications of the Yearly Division 
are 310 lbs. fat in the same time. The requirements for 
any cow or heifer tested in Classification C of the Yearly 
Division are 90% of the requirements fixed for cows or 
heifers tested in Classification A or B of the Yearly 
Division. 

If the cow or heifer be tested in Classification A or B 
of the Ten-Months’ Division the requirements are 85% of 
the production requirements for tests in the Yearly Divi- 
sion; and in addition the cow or heifer must produce a 
living calf or a calf born at full time within a period of 
14 months from the date of birth of the calf born pre- 
ceding the beginning of the test. If the cow or heifer be 
tested in Classification C of the Ten-Months’ Division the 
requirements are 90% of the requirements for a cow or 
heifer tested in Classification A or B of the Ten-Months’ 
Division, with the calving requirement the same as above 
mentioned. More detailed information is being furnished 
to breeders testing in long-time test, and also a new edi- 
tion of the Hand Book is being prepared containing the 
changes.

This cow has made a very remarkable run, having 
exceeded 32 lbs. fat in seven days both as a junior three- 
year-old and as a junior four-year-old, and then at both 
ages having broken the class record in the Ten-Months’ 
Division. 

A cow testing association in Washington brought out 
a very remarkable cow in Linden Clara Pasma, owned by 
Mr. Henry Bouchard, Bucoda, Washington. It seems that 
this cow appeared twice in the cow testing association 
lists with a credit exceeding 1,000 lbs. fat, and that then 
her owner decided to place her under advanced registry 
test. So, tested during the year she is now credited with 
28,541.1 lbs. milk containing 1,072.31 lbs. fat in 365 days, 
and takes her place as one of the very great Holstein- 
Friesian cows. Mr. Bouchard’s example in bringing out 
his cow under regular advanced registry rules might 
profitably be followed by other breeders who have dis- 
covered cows of large production in cow testing associa- 
tion test. 
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Productions in Classification B are moving up; and ip 
this same number of the Bulletin two class records jn 
that classification have been broken. Edgemar Alcartra 
Aaggie breaks the junior two-year record in Classification 
B of the Ten-Months’ Division with a production of 1. 
106.8 lbs. milk containing 576.85 Ibs. fat in 305 days at 
the age of 2-2-21, she being owned by the Santa Monica 
Dairy Company, Venice, California. Also, Rosebud Piet. 
ertje Colantra breaks the record in the full-aged class of 
Classification B of the Ten-Months’ Division, she being 
credited at 7-11-25 with 22,287.2 lbs. milk containing 814.15 
Ibs. fat and being owned by Mr. W. A. Robinson, Gilbert. 
ville, Massachusetts. Other large productions will be 
found in the long-time divisions; and the productions ijn 
detail for Steilacoom Prilly Ormsby Blossom and Linden 
Clara Pasma, in tabulated form, follow:

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REPORT OF EXTENSION SERVICE 
ACTIVITIES DURING JULY 1927 


Due to the greatest demand for field 
assistance from the Extension Serv- 
ice that we have known in years, the 
writer of this report has been forced 
to be in the field a great deal during 
the past month which accounts for 
the lateness of the report. 

The inquiries for July took a de- 
cided step up over June and are high 
for the month of July as based on the 
last three years. A total of 609 in- 
quiries were received and are divided 
as follows: Farm students, teachers, 
county agents, etc., 121, from breeders 
and prospective breeders 447, from 
prospective breeders making actual 
inquiry for cattle 41. Total 609. 

A total of 16,645 pieces of literature 
was sent out during the month. 

The 41 cattle inquiries from 23 
states and South America are as fol- 
lows:

Again we note that a large number 
of the inquiries are from the southern 
states. ‘We will discuss the southern 
situation later on in this report. 

According to statements made by 
several of the secretaries who are re- 
ceiving the inquiries, we may judge 
that they are what might be termed 
“live” ones. One inquiry sent out 
about three months ago from a Mexi- 
can buyer resulted in the sale of 6 
carloads of Holsteins of which ap- 
proximately 60% were pure breds. 
The buyer expects to return later in 
the summer for another order of simi- 
lar size. 
The County Fair Booth Exhibits Will 

Exceed the Last Four Years 

As you will notice in our advertis- 
ing and general publicity we prepare 
what is known as a County Fair 
Package Exhibit. This is sent to any 
county secretary or Holstein booster 
who will put up and conduct a booth 
exhibit. The demand for this type of 
service has far surpassed our expec- 
tations this year and on August Ist 
we had sent out more packages than 
the total of 1926. As this report is 
written three girls are steadily work- 
ing on the orders which are now in 
the office. 
Great Increase of Cattle Interest in 

the South 

You have undoubtedly noticed in 
the reports during the last three or 
four months that dairy sentiment is 
rapidly developing in the south. You 
will notice that fully one-half of our 
inquiries for cattle have originated in 
southern states. The number of in- 
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quiries for Holstein facts from the 
South have been very large during the 
past six months. There are very defi- 
nite reasons for this southern dairy 
development. Briefly some of them 
are as follows: 

First, railroads, banks, extension 
agencies and business men of all 
classes are trying in every way to 
drive home the necessity for diversi- 
fied farming in southern sections. Es- 
pecially is this true of the bankers 
who report that mortgages on south- 
ern farms have increased at an alarm- 
ing rate and it is their feeling that 
something must be done to provide a 
cash income. 

Second, one of the very important 
reascns for the demand for Holsteins 
in the South is due to the fact that 
the large milk companies are rapidly 
locating plants in the South and are 
demanding milk to run these plants. 
We are making a careful survey of the 
condensary and cheese factory devel- 
opment and have already found that 
condensaries are either located or will 
be soon in operation in thirteen places 
in the states of Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Mississippi. 

While we have no man located defi- 
nitely in the South, the Extension 
Service is doing as much as possible 
to assist in the Holstein development, 
especially around the condensary dis- 
tricts. A complete report of the 
southern dairy conditions will be made 
at the National Dairy Show. 

Work of the Fieldmen 

Mr. E. M. Clark attended the dairy 
products marketing sessions of the 
American Institute of Cooperation 
held at Northwestern University of 
Chicago during early July. Leaders 
in cooperative marketing work from 
many of the milk producers’ associa- 
tions as well as cheese and _ butter 
producers were present. 

Mr. Clark spent two weeks in North 
Dakota in connection with the two 
state fairs, one at Grand Forks and 
one at Fargo. A Holstein booth was 
conducted at each fair, we having the 
only cattle booth at either fair. Fair 
Holstein cattle exhibits were reported 
but the Holstein calf club shows were 
especially strong at both places. 

Mr. Clark visited 21 farms and as- 
sisted in locating cattle for county 
show herds in Illinois. 

Mr. R. E. Everly 

Mr. Everly, Northwestern Field 
Representative spent a large part of 
his month visiting Holstein breeders 
chiefly for the purpose of getting ex- 
hibitors and county herds at the 
large number of fairs in his district. 
Three herds will be on the show cir- 
cuit at the leading fairs beginning Au- 
gust 8th and continuing until the mid- 
dle of November. Ejighty-eight farms 
were visited in connection with this 
work. 

Mr. Everly attended five county 
Holstein picnics in Oregon which were 
all very successful. He organized a 
calf club of 11 members and assisted 
in selecting five pure bred calves 
which were donated by the Oregon 
Holstein breeders to the Children’s 
Farm Home at Corvallis, Oregon as a 
foundation for their pure bred herd. 
Mr. Everly attended six conferences 
with a total attendance of 22 people. 
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Mr. Allen N. Crissey 

Mr. Crissey, Eastern Representa. 
tive, spent two weeks in North Caro. 
lina, South Carolina and Maryland 
visiting breeders, conferring with eo}. 
lege officials, county agents, etc. The 
work in North and South Caroling 
was in the nature of a survey of 
southern dairy conditions and same 
has been reported to the Extension 
Service. 

He spent, considerable time making 
plans for the B. & O. bull train which 
will run this fall and helped to select 
good Holstein bulls for the train. He 
attended two meetings with a total 
of 75 attendance, had 57 conferences 
with bankers, county agents, etc., and 
made 24 farm visits. Arrangements 
were also made for Holstein booths at 
a number of county fairs in his dis- 
trict. 

Mr. W. B. Barney 

Mr. Barney spent two and a half 
weeks in West Virginia assisting in 
several county-wide dairy campaigns 
and also in making a survey of dairy 
and Holstein conditions in that state. 
From ten to a dozen farms were visit- 
ed each day where demonstration 
talks were given on the dairy animals 
found on the various farms. Meet- 
ings were held each day and some- 
times two meetings daily at school 
houses and at farmers’ homes. Our 
film, “Jonathan Barr’s Conversion” 
was shown at a number of the places 
and much information was given to 
the farmers about the Holstein breed. 
This is pioneer work in that section, 
but will bear real results. 

Mr. Barney attended the dispersal 
sale of the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany at Austin and spent the rest of 
his time at the Chicago office. 


Mr. Earl J. Cooper 


Mr. Cooper attended an inter-breed 
meeting at New York City on July 
5th at which time plans were made 
for the National Dairy Show program 
and a cooperative breed exhibit idea 
worked out. On returning from New 
York he met six members of the. Bu- 
reau of Dairying and further dis- 
cussed the dairy program at the Na- 
tional and at other shows this year. 

One week was spent in Michigan 
assisting the State Association with a 
series of summer meetings. Four 
meetings were held in various parts 
of the state in connection with state 
institution herds at which meetings 
about 809 people were in attendance. 
One day was spent at Mt. Clemens, 
Michigan. assisting in calf club work 
and another day at Battle Creek on 
meetings having to deal with our ad- 
vertising program. 

The Jefferson County, Wisconsin, 
Calf Club Round-up was attended and 
about 500 people turned out for this 
occasion. 

Publicity and Advertising 

All publicity has been conducted as 
in former months and especial effort 
has been placed upon our milk 24 
vertising. The officers and directors 
who receive this report will also re- 
ceive a copy of “Nation’s Health” 
and we would like to call your atten- 
tion to the Holstein ad on the back 
cover page of this issue. We are of 
late receiving evidence of the fact 
that our continued Holstein milk ad- 
vertising in the medical and health 
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journals is doing a great deal to ac- 
uaint those interested in health prob- 
Jems with Holstein milk.

HOLSTEINS AT READING, PA.

The Reading Fair held this week at 
Reading, Pa. in the center of «he 
dairy country of eastern Peunsyl- 
yania contained the greatest Holstein 
show in its history, with 160 head of 
individuals and four county show 
herds. 

Credit for this splendid show is 
entirely due to the efforts of Mr. 
Abner S. Deysher, former president 
of the Fair who is now acting as 
Superintendent of Livestock, and the 
preeders whose cooperation he has 
received. As a result Holsteins out- 
numbered all other dairy breeds 
combined, and Mr. Deysher has al- 
ready announced his intention of 
increasing the money and the number 
of places in each class so that there 
will be six or possibly seven ribbons 
another year. 

Mr. Deysher believes the two-year- 
old heifer class should be = split, 
dividing the animals that are dry and 
those in milk, and plans to make 
such improvements of this nature as 
soon as possible. Twenty six acres 
of ground have just been purchased 
adjoining the present Fair Grounds 
to make room for his plan of expan- 
sion. New and modern housing 
facilities are being planned which 
will be much nearer the railroad 
sidings than those at present. Need- 
less to say, if Mr. Deysher’s plans 
carry through Reading will be classed 
as one of the leading Holstein shows. 

It was a business show in every 
respect. Interest was keen through- 
out the week. There were plenty of 
bull buyers present and some very 
satisfactory sales were consummated. 
The ringside was crowded most of the 
time. 

There were 27 animals in the aged 
cow class, the blue being captured 
by Rieck Certified Dairy Farms Co., 
on Lenawee Janette Johanna. The 
Baker Farms three-year-old, Triune 
Piebe Fobes, took the blue in her 
class and later the senior champion- 
ship, but lost the grand championship 
to the Baker senior yearling, Baker- 
bred Triune Silda Shepard. 

In the bull classes senior and grand 
championship went to Rieck on King 
Ona Jolie Fayne and junior champion- 
ship to Baker on Baker Farm Colan- 
tha Fobes. 

Baker Farm was the largest win- 
ner, capturing nine blues and four 
reds. Riecks Farm took four blues 
and one red. M. E. Basehoar of York 
County took six reds, being the next 
largest winner. Other herds that 
were well in the money and strong 
enough to make some good competi- 
tion were those owned by H. S.

Dairy Cattle experts will show the 
farmers how stock should be selected 
for dairy purposes. Results of the 
Arkansas Experiment at the Iowa 
State College on the upgrading of 
cows by using pure bred bulls will be 
graphically pictured and explained in 
detail, with the results obtained. 
Farmers’ judging contests will en- 
able the unschooled dairy farmer to 
test his knowledge of dairy cattle 
that he might learn in what respects 
he is deficient. In dairy cattle and 
dairy-products judging contests, Vo 
cational students and 4-H boys and 
girls will be given an opportunity to 
learn the extent of their knowledge, 
Other educational features will be 
provided so that the trip to the Ex 
position will be highly profitable to 
the farmer with one cow or a herd.

SCRUB BULL LOWERS’ HERD 
RECORD TO “GOAT” LEVEL 

In many of our dairy herds today 
culling should begin with the elimina- 
tion of the sire, says Dr. J. C. McDow- 
ell, of the Bureau of Dairy Industry, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Breeding to inferior bulls 
may pull production down as fast as 
the culling of low-producing cows 
builds it up. 

Doctor McDowell tells of one herd 
in which a scrub cow produced 146.8 
pounds of butterfat in a year. Her 
daughter, sired by a scrub bull, pro- 
duced 126.3 pounds, and the grand- 
daughter, sired by the same scrub 
bull, produced 99.7 pounds, hardly as 
much as the world’s record for a 
goat. 

The owner finally woke up, sold the 
scrub bull to the butcher, and pur- 
chased a good registered bull.

tional Dairy Show and come through 
to Portland on its regular passenger 
train schedule, demonstrating at a 
number of important places enroute. 

Arrangements have been made 
with the National Dairy Show held at 
Memphis, Tenn., to release exhibits 
Friday evening, Oct. 21st. The 
movement north will probably be 
over the Illinois Central to Chicago. 
The train proper will be made up in 
‘Chicago, leaving there not later than 
early Sunday morning, Oct. 23rd, and 
arriving at Portland Thursday even- 
ing, Oct. 27th. The movement west 
from Chicago will be over the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul Ry. The 
return movement from Portland to 
the American Royal, Kansas City, 
will be as usual, over the Union Pa- 
cific System and will leave Portland 
Sunday noon, Nov. 6th, arriving in 
Kansas City sometime Friday, Nov. 
11th. 

The management of the National 
Dairy Show have been good enough 
to advance the judging dates on Hol- 
steins so that they may be finished 
up by Friday night, and it is hoped 
that leading herds of America, of the 
yarious breeds, will again become a 
part of this nationally known Live- 
stock Special which makes a bigger 
continuous mileage than any train of 
a like nature ever known. 

This year we expect the train will 
be made up of at least twenty cars of 
various kinds of livestock—cattle,

horses, sheep, and perhaps some 
swine. At least five demonstration 
stops will be made at various places 
in the Northern states travelled by 
the Milwaukee Railroad. Last year’s 
tariffs provided four attendants free, 
one-half the regular freight rate, and 
furnished as the accommodation of 
the train, a pullman, a diner, a coach, 
and usually private car of someone 
of the railroad executives was also 
attached. Each year has seen this 
train more popular, and every year 
we have had well known wives, 
daughters and relatives of the breed- 
ers as a part of the train. Mrs. J. O. 
Singmaster of Keota, Iowa, and Mrs. 
Geo. Peak of Winchester, IIl., have 
made every one of the four previous 
trips. Last year Mrs. Murphy and 
her sister of Minneapolis were also 
on. Mrs. Button of the Donald Wood- 
ward Herd from New York was out 
one year, and other well known 
women have made this very delight- 
ful trip. 

The first train ever run came out 
over the Northern Pacific Railway, 
the second over the Great Northern 
Railway, the third over the Union Pa- 
cific System and the fourth over the 
Northern Pacific, all of them having 
returned East, as we said in the be- 
ginning, over the Union Pacific Sys- 
tem. Always a representative of the 
Agricultural Department of the vari- 
ous railroads has been actively in 
charge of the train, from a railroad 
standpoint. The exhibitors have 
been handled, as a rule, either by 
Mr. A. C. Oosterhuis or by George 
Bulkley, both of Carnation Milk 
Farms Company, and always Mr. 
Oosterhuis has taken a very definite 
interest in soliciting exhibitors at 
the various big state fairs of the 
East. He will do this again this com- 
ing season, and exhibitors of any 
kinds of livestock who are contem- 
plating making this train again, 
should talk with Oosterhuis regard- 
ing movement, rates, accommoda- 
tions and other matters of interest, of 
which he is fully informed. Those 
who accompany the Carnation Milk 
Farms’ Holstein exhibit again this 
year in its large Eastern circuit will 
also be in a position to give full de- 
tails as to the movement, as well as 
exhibitors who in previous years 
have made the trip, and of course 
anybody always may write to O. M. 
Plummer, General Manager of the 
Pacific International Livestock Expo- 
sition at Portland, Oregon, for infor- 
mation and premium list. 

For those people who would like to 
show in California, especially in the 
dairy breeds, we call attention to the 
Pacific Slope Dairy Show held at 
Oakland, Calif., from the 13th to the 
19th of November. A special train 
will also be run from the Pacific In- 
ternational direct to this show, leav- 
ing sometime Sunday, Nov. 6th, giv- 
ing a splendid rest over period be- 
fore the Oakland Show begins.

THE LIGHTNING ROD HAS 
REDUCED FARM FIRE LOSSES 

Lightning, which annually causes 
large life and property losses, is, ac 
cording to the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture, probably the 
chief cause of farm fires. Recently 
the seriousness of these losses caused 
the farm fire protection committee of 
the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion to give special attention to this 
problem. Three of the members of 
this committee are from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the chairman 
is David J. Price of the Bureau of 
Chemistry and Soils of this depart- 
ment. This committee recently gave 
out the following statement regarding 
lightning-caused losses on the farm: 

“The annual farm property loss 
from lightning may be estimated at 
$20,000,000 as a minimum. This loss 
can in large measure be prevented by 
proper lightning protection on build 
ings and by the simple expedient of 
grounding at reasonable intervals, all 
wire fences inclosing pastures Oo 
yards for livestock. The annual num- 
ber of farm persons killed by light 
ning is between 400 and 500 and the 
number of such persons injured from 
this cause is more than twice the 
number of deaths. 

“Available statistics indicate that 
lightning rods, both good and defec- 
tive, as hitherto found on farm build 
ings have reduced lightning losses by 
about 85% of the loss incurred from 
lightning on corresponding exposures 
of unrodded buildings, and that prop 
erly installed and well-maintained 
rods have shown an efficiency in the

prevention of lightning damage of 
well nigh 100%. 

“A substantial metal roof with all 
parts thereof in good electric con- 
tact can, according to available evi- 
dence, be utilized as a part of the 
lightning-protection system for a 
building and thus in part be made to 
serve a double purpose. The cost 
of grounding and making other nec- 
essary electrical contacts with interior 
masses of metal is relatively small. 

“The cost of lightning protection is 
more than justified when the added 
personal safety and avoidance of tem- 
porary deprivations, as well as the 
saving of property, are considered. 

“The committee calls attention to a 
‘Safety code for protection of persons 
and buildings against lightning,’ pre- 
pared by a committee working under 
the direction of the American Engin- 
eering Standards Committee. This 
committee consists of representatives 
of the United States Government and 
a number of national organizations. 
The code has been published in tenta- 
tive form by the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association, Boston, Mass.”

Those winning in the 
Holstein classes were Truman Pow- 
ell; of Jericho Center, who had the 


first prize heifer, with Dorothy Hoag, 
of South Burlington, placing gee. 

Truman Powell also showed 
the first prize bull calf in the calf 
club exhibit. 

Ten boys competed in the judging 
contest at the exposition, and four 
were awarded a trip to the National 
Dairy Show in Memphis next Octo- 
ber to compete with the teams from 
all over the country.

FRIESIAN CATTLE IN SWEDEN 


“Black and White” is often said 
to be associated with the national 
beverage of Scotland, and so in Swed- 
en; but there it is milk and nearly 
always the product of the black and 
white cow of Friesland. A large per- 
centage of the dairy cows in Sweden 
are black and white Swedish Frie- 
sians, descended almost entirely from 
cattle originally importe1 from Fries- 
land, in Holland. In the south of 
Sweden, Friesians compose practical 
ly the whole of the herds, while fur- 
ther north, the hardy Ayrshire thrives 
and excels. 

The writer accompanied the recent 
tour of the British Dairy Farmers’ 
Association, and, by reason of the 
splendid organization which made the 
tour such a success, he had an ideal 
opportunity of obtaining a wide im- 
pression of the dairy cows of Sweden. 

The Swedish dairy farmers pin 
their faith on Friesians, and as they 
only obtain about 7d. a gallon for 
their milk at the factory they must 
have volume, and as they are also 
paid on the basis of the quality of 
the milk they must have good but 
ter fats, and they find that the Frie- 
sian is the ideal cow for their pur 
pose. 

The Swedish Friesians were found 
to be animals typical of the true 
Dutch type, far in advance of the 
Friesians generally found in the 
United States of America. The Cat 
tle were healthy, well fleshed, full of 
constitution, and of the dual-purpose 
type. 

The writer was informed that the 
average yield of milk of all the herds 
seen was slightly over 1,000 gallons, 
and that by continuous selection for 
breeding the butter-fat of the herds 
had been raised nearly to 4 per cent. 
All the cows are recorded and the 
butter-fat percentages ascertained at 
regular intervals throughout the lac 
tation. Great strides have beet 


made in Sweden in fighting bovine & 


tuberculosis, and many of the he 
seen consisted of T. T. cows.

One of the most pleasing herds vis- 
ited was that belonging to Mr. Nils 
H. Anderson, of Simlinge, whose 
stock bull is Furst Montenegre, a son 
of Furst, who was directly imported 
from Holland, and who in turn was 
a son of Ceres (4497 F.R.S.) and 
a grandson of the world-famed Albert 
(1306 H., F.R.S.) whose decendants 
are so sought after by Friesian breed- 
ers throughout the world. 

The Swedish Friesian herd book 
has been established a number of 
years, in comparison to the youth of 
the British herd book, which has only 
been formed about seventeen years. 

In conclusion, it is worthy of men- 
tion that the most striking testimony 
of all to the popularity of Friesian 
cattle was demonstrated to the writer 
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while returning from Sweden to Lon- 
don by aeroplane. Portions of seven 
European countries (Sweden, Den- 
mark, Germany, Holland, France, and 
England) were flown over, and it was 
noted that in all these countries, with 
the exception of England, the past- 
ures were literally covered with black 
and white cattle. Practically all the 
cattle seen during the long flight of 
almost 800 miles were black and 
white, with the exception of a small 
portion of Holland, where they were 
red and white to the extent of some 
ten per cent., and the section of Eng- 
land between Folkestone and Croy- 
don, where none whatever were ob- 
served.—(C. W. H. Glossop, in “Farm- 
ing,’”’ London.) 





DRYING-OFF METHOD USED IN 
ENGLAND 


In the June issue of the “Jersey 
Cow,” published by the English 
Jersey Cattle Society, Mr. W. E. 
Budgett, Henbury, Nr. Bristol, gives 
his experience of a new system of 
drying-off Jersey cows. Writing to 
the Editor, he says:— 

“May I give your readers the bene- 
fit of my experience of Mr. Bout- 
flour’s tip for drying-off Jersey cows. 
The drying-off process is far more 
feared by herdsmen than the risks of 
calving; all sorts of practices are in 
vogue—starvation, keeping short of 
water, irregular milking, sometimes 
for a considerable period—often with 
garget or lost quarters as a result. 

All this means that if a great yield- 
ing cow is to calve again anywhere 
within twelve months and have the 
necessary six weeks’ rest, the drying- 
off has to be prepared for when the 
cow has been milking only nine or 
ven months, and she may still be giv- 
ing two or three gallons a day. 

The new system is to milk and 
feed and water as usual up to a 
couple of days of the time she should 
be dry, then her concentrates should 
be knocked off, but not the twice-a- 
day milking. On the chosen day she 
should be milked out clean, the teats 
earefuly dried, and then a spot of 
Stockholm tar or collodium painted 
over the orifice and end of each teat. 

The udder must not on any account 
be touched again or stripped out, or 
the cow washed or groomed, and it 
is a good plan to keep her away from 
other cows at milking time. 

By the third day the udder will be 
greatly distended, with possible dis- 
comfort to the cow, but the disten- 
sion will quickly subside by absorp- 
tion of ihe fluid into the body of 
the cow, and in about ten days she 
will be dry. The steaming up for the 
next lactation may begin on the fifth 
day after the sealing up. 

Should any teat leak after sealing 
up, the whole udder’ should be 
stripped out clean and_ re-sealed; 
this is not often necessary if collo- 
dium is used and carefully applied in 
two or three layers. 

I have -carried out these instruc- 
tions with my heaviest milking cows 
and am delighted with the result; 
their udders have come down per- 


fectly before calving, and a great - 


deal of time, anxiety and risk of 
udder trouble has’ been _— saved. 
Should your readers or their men be 
nervous of trying so revolutionary a 





treatment on their most valuabje 
cows, they may, at any rate, try it 
on one of two others until they haye 
gained sufficient confidence.” 





DRUGS INEFFECTIVE IN TREar. 
ING INFECTIOUS ABORTION 
OF CATTLE 


Losses from infectious abortion of 
cattle, caused by a germ known ag 
Bacillus abortus (Bang), are not like. 
ly to be prevented or reduced by 
drugs or medicinal compounds, says 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The malady is com. 
monly acquired through the mouth 
by consuming feed and drink cop. 
taminated with the germs, by lick. 
ing affected animals, contaminate 
mangers or other objects. The 
disease is commonly brought into 
healthy herds by the introduction of 
affected cows and pregnant heifers. 

While the act of abortion is the 
most apparent symptom of the digs. 
ease, sterility (barrenness) in affect. 
ed herds is commonly more or legg 
troublesome; animals give birth to 
calves which, although living, may be 
too weak to resist some of the more 
common ailments; cows show a tend- 
ency to retain their afterbirths; and 
a reduced milk production is occa- 
sioned by failure of animals to com- 
plete their normal gestation periods, 
Losses due to these conditions may 
equal or even exceed those repre. 
sented by the number of calves born 
dead. 

More detailed information concern- 
ing the disease is given in Farmers’ 
Bulletin No. 1536-F, “Infectious Abor- 
tion of Cattle,” a recent revision of 
an earlier publication. A copy of the 
bulletin may be obtained free upon 
application to the United States De-

FARM PRICE AVERAGES SHOW 
THE STATE OF AGRICULTURE 


The Department of Agriculture 
issues rather elaborate and complete 
statements and tabulations of farm 
price data. These are of more than 
usual interest at this time, perhaps, 
because the information is of funda- 
mental importance in establishing an 
intelligent and constructive program 
for agriculture. The averages pub- 
lished are far more than simple aver- 
ages. They are compiled by skilled 
statisticians who have devised 
systems of “weightings” for the vari- 
ous reports received from volunteer 
reporters. These prices as reported 
have been compared with census re- 
ports when available and with price 
data compiled by other methods, and 
the statisticians are able to say with 
confidence that their results for @ 
given State or for the Nation as 4 
whole will not be in error by more 
than a small margin, and that in @ 
series of years these price tables can 
be compared to obtain a reliable pic 
ture of the state of agriculture. 

But the statisticians are frank to 
admit that any single farmer may 
find wide differences from his own 
personal experience with any definite 
crop. It is obvious that the prices 
for early potatoes in Florida may be 
utterly different from those for a crop 
in Maine. Again a farmer who Tre 
tails his milk in a neighboring tow?

neighbor who sells milk to a condens- 
ery. In the importent staple crops 
such as wheat, and cotton the farm 
price will ordinarily be approximately 
the primary market price less the 
cost of getting the wheat or cotton to 
market. As a recent bulletin points 
out, corn is ordinarily handled in 
much the same way, and in a year 
when Iowa produces a good surplus 
of corn the price in most Iowa 
counties may be the wholesale price 
at Chicago less the cost of handling 
and transporting the grain. But if the 
next year’s crop is small, the farm- 
ers who are fattening stock will want 
to buy instead of sell, and the Iowa 
farm price average may be nearly as 
high or even higher than the Chicago 
price. Consequently a farmer in 
Kansas where the crop happens to 
be good may find that, with a short 
haul to the Iowa feed lot, the farm 


price in Kansas will be much closer 
to the market price quotations than 
in other years. 

It is such pictures of agriculture as 
a whole that are brought out in the 
farm price tables, rather than pictures 
of price conditions on individual 
farms. 





IMPROVING THE DAIRY HERD 
THROUGH COOPERATIVE BULL 
ASSOCIATIONS 


Every dairy herd needs a high-class 
bull at its head if the herd is to be 
improved, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. For the 
dairyman who has a small herd and 
is short on finances, the- cheapest and 
best way to obtain the use of first- 
class purebred bulls is through the 
work of a cooperative dairy-bull asso- 
ciation. 

A bull association is a farmers’ or- 
ganization whose chief purpose is the 


breeding of better dairy cows 
through joint ownership, use, and 
systematic exchange of prepotent 
dairy bulls of high-producing ances- 
try. Improvement of the herd that 
may be expected through member- 
ship in such an organization is dis- 
cussed in Farmers’ Bulletin 1532-F, 
“Dairy-Herd Improvement Through 
Cooperative Bull Associations,” just 
issued by the Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try. United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Through the system of transferring 
bulls from block to block, the bull as- 
sociation makes it possible to keep 
the desirable bulls as long as they 
live or are fit for service. This en- 
ables a bull’s daughters to come in 
milk and be tested while ‘he is still 
owned by the association, and fur- 
nishes a means of determining which 
bulls are siring the high-producing 
daughters. The bulls that do not get 
satisfactory daughters are disposed 
of. 

A study of the records of the 
daughters of bull-association bulls 
showed an average yearly mature 
production of 8,071 pounds of milk 
and 342 pounds of butterfat. In milk 
production the daughters excelled the 
dams by 13.5 per cent and in butter- 
fat production by 14.4 per cent. 
Some of the sires are very outstand- 
ing. One sire, for instance, was mat- 
ed with cows having an average year- 
ly butterfat production of 347 pounds, 
yet his seven daughters from these 
cows excelled their dams by 57 per 
cent in milk production and 44 per 
cent in production of butterfat. 

Much progress has been made by 
selecting bulls on the records of their 
dams and grandams. The most rapid 
progress cannot come until dairy 
sires are selected on the production 
records of their daughters.

MILK FEVER EXPERIENCES 


Milk fever is so well known among 
‘seasoned dairymen that it ceases to 
be an item of interest. They talk lit- 
tle of it and the dairy papers deal 
little with it. Both the seasoned 
dairy farmer and the editor are prone 
to forget that new men are daily en- 
tering the dairy business. The milk- 
er of ordinary cows graduates into 
the specialized milk producing busi- 
ness and then the milk fever menace 
enters. This was brought forcibly to 
our attention a few years ago after 
we sold our grade cows. They were 
high producers and went into inex- 
perienced hands. The man of expe- 
rience in the milk producing busi- 
ness should not forget to tell the 
new men of this trouble and the edi- 
tor should keep it ever before the 
eye of the reader, even tho the story 
has become old to some of us. All 
who are interested in the dairy cow 
should unite in urging the animal 
pathologist to renew his efforts to 
solve this problem by finding pre- 
ventative measures as effective as 
his treatment. Two leaves from our 
book of dairy herd experience illus- 
trate the point we are urging, which 
is to keep the new man informed and 
to urge the investigator to greater 
endeavor. 

In looking over the herd today, I 
was shown a handsome heifer whose 
dam’s and sire’s dam’s butter rec- 
ords average 1,346 pounds and an- 
other whose similar records average 
1,284 pounds. Why only the two? 
The old foundation cows from which 
both of these came died in this herd 
ten years ago of the disease we now 
quickly recognize as milk fever. The 
one died in the pasture within two 
hours after freshening. The veter- 
inarian, practicing in a non-dairy re- 
gion, called the trouble by a long 
name. The other cow became af- 
fected before parturition. The symp- 
toms were. so_ intertwined with 
parturition that the disease was not 
recognized by us, who were new in 
the business. Today a cow would 
not be given the opportunity of drop- 
ping her calf in the outlying pasture 
where she was not under the eye of 
the herdsman. He would keep her 
near by and be on the watch for 
milk fever symptoms several days 
before the date of parturition. 

There is in the herd an 8-year-old 
cow that, since the age of 3 years, 
has never passed the time of parturi- 
tion without an attack of milk fever. 
We prize her highly. She more 
nearly approaches the ideal type 
than any other animal in the herd. 
She has butter records of above 32 
Ibs. and 1,000 lbs. She has a ma- 
ternal sister that holds the Nebraska 
State Jr. 4-year-old record with 1,064 
Ibs. of butter and another maternal 
sister that holds the Nebraska State 
Sr. 3-year-old record with 1,076 Ibs. 
of butter. She is a member of our 
highly prized “Topsy” family. Na- 
turally we had an eye on her as her 
calving time approached this year. 
True to form, she began to look a 
little wild, to pick the hind legs up 
high, and the udder became flabby, 
deflated. The first symptoms were 
noted about 4 P. M. She was 
watched that night and the next day 
and night. The symptoms did not 
progress much. Her udder was in- 
flated about 11 A. M. the 2nd day. 
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The morning after the second night, 
the veterinarian, after a careful ex- 
amination, found no evidence of the 
approach of the time of parturition. 
Labor pains began about 8 P. M. of 
that day and a fine robust calf was de- 
livered with help an hour later, or 
53 hours after the symptoms of milk 
fever were first noted. Had we 
known in those earlier years that 
milk fever not infrequently appears 
before or at the time of parturition, 
and that the recognition of the 
earliest symptoms and promptness 
in giving the treatment are the two 
chief essentials in successful treat- 
ment, instead of the two high rec- 
ord heifers, I might have seen in the 
herd today several more heifers in 
their class. But for the knowledge 
gained by that dearly bought experi- 
ence, our ‘Topsy’ family would be 
minus some of its outstanding mem- 
bers. 

Let all of us who are interested 
in the dairy industry, as a kindly act 
to our neighbor and for the advance- 
ment of the industry, keep the new 
man informed of the many unusual 
features of this trouble and the one 
remedy and the investigator en- 
thused in pursuit of the cause and 
prevention.

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PROTECT THE CHLDREN 


In an article stressing the absolute 
necessity of pure milk for children, 
Dr. Henry E. Utter, M. D., Providence, 
R. I., says in part as follows: 

“The relation of bovine tuberculo- 
sis to tuberculosis in the human being 
is an important subject to the prac- 
ticing physician and health officials 
throughout the world. The great prob- 
lem which confronts us is: What pro- 
portion of tuberculosis in the human 
body is produced by the bovine tu- 
bercle bacillus? Concerning this we 
have conflicting opinions, depending 
largely upon the city or community 
from which statistics are compiled. 

“William H. Park, of New York 
City, states that the bovine type of 
tuberculosis is common in children 
under two years of age, is limited to 
glandular disease in later childhood 
and in adult life is of negligible im- 
portance. Of tuberculosis glands ex- 
amined for the tubercle bacillus, the 
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bovine type was found in 61 per cent, 
in children under five years of age. 
Of abdominal tuberculosis he states 
that 57 per cent of the cases are dye 
to the bovine bacilus. In all cages 
of tuberculosis in children he states 
that 10 per cent are due to the bovine 
type of tubercle bacillus. 

“A. P. Mitchell, of Edinburgh, Scot. 
land, states that 90 per cent of tuber. 
culous gland disease in that commn- 
nity is due to the bovine tubercle ba. 
cillus. Griffith, in a survey of a large 
number of cases of gland tuberculosis 
in England concluded that 72 per cent 
of tuberculous gland conditions were 
due to the bovine tubercle bacillys, 
Thus, it will be noted that different 
localities are infected in varying de- 
grees with bovine tuberculosis, 

“What then is the relation of the 
bovine tubercie bacillus to child wel 
fare work in any community? In 
what way does tuberculosis affect the 
children? 

“Bovine tuberculosis affects the child 
during the period of greatest growth, 
particularly the first five years. He 
is handicapped physically and, as a 
result of his illness during the period 
of rapid growth, he is likewise placed 
behind children of his own age men- 
tally. His early childhood is fraught 
with difficulties, through physical 
backwardness, incident to his prep. 
aration for the more arduous school 
duties to come later. 

“From the point of economics to 
city and state, many children with 
manifestations of bovine tuberculosis 
are to be found in our hospitals and 
state institutions. Bone tuberculosis, 
often due to the bovine type, inca- 
pacitates a child for three to ten 
years, and such a case, if a public 
charge, means an enormous cost over 
such a long period. Tuberculus gland 
abscesses require hospital care. Ab- 
dominal tuberculosis in the early stage 
needs hospital care and later may re- 
quire months of treatment in our 
fresh-air houses. 

“From a medical viewpoint how 
may we cope with the problem of the 
elimination of bovine tuberculosis in 
our children? To the practicing phy- 
sician, there are these methods: 

“First: By the use of certified milk. 

“Second: The second method of 
elimination of bovine tuberculosis 
would be that of pasteurizing the en- 
tire milk supply for our children. 

“Third: The third method of elim- 
inating tuberculosis is one of vast im- 
portance, namely by elimination of the 
animal which produces tuberculous 
milk. In this method lies the surest 
means of the prevention of bovine tu- 
berculosis. By the elimination of the 
diseased animal we eliminate the bo- 
vine bacillus at the source of its 
supply. 

“Bovine tuberculosis is an _ ever 
present danger to the infants ané 
young children who are to be our fu- 
ture citizens, healthy members of 80- 
ciety if free from tuberculosis, oF 
handicapped for many years if we will 
not eliminate the tuberculosis in our 
cows. Remove the tubercle bacillus 
from our milk supply and we relieve 
the distressing worries of parents 
whose children suffer from bovine tu- 
berculosis, as well as the worries of 
the practicing physician to whom 
these unfortunate patients come for 
help.”
